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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT FOR REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . This reasons for allowance is in response to the amendment filed April 27, 2006. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claim 21, the prior art fails to disclose the following: a) insulating layers 
formed between the isolation regions and the first base semiconductor layer, under the base 
electrodes and silicon layers formed between the insulating layers and the first base 
semiconductor layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Drawings
